Bombarded by reports from 


senators of faulty plumbing, dirty 
lavatories, leaky ceilings-, illkept 
roads, uncollected garbage, in- 
frequent heat and hot water, emp- 
ty fire extinguishers, hazardous 
wiring, non-existent fire escapes, 
lackadaisical janitorial service and 
ignored work orders, Eilerman 
conceded that "I don’t deny that 
conditions aren’t what they should 
be. We admit that we’re not doing 
an adequate job in these areas, 
but we’re aware of your problems 
and we need time to solve them.” 

He said that the hiring of a 


new building and grounds super- 
intendent will be a big step to- 
ward alleviating these prqblems 
and that he is expected to provide 
more professional advice in these 
areas than is now available. • 

Bob Czarnecki (Jr.-Noil) led 
off discussion with Eilerman on 
the Treasurer’s Committee’s re- 
fusal to collect the $5 raise in the 
SA fee passed last semester by 
the Senate. 

Eilerman repeated his previous 
statements as to why the fee was 
not collected: the Treasurer’s,. 



Committee felt that the SA has 
sufficient funds to meet its pre- 
sent programs, that the college 
has an obligation to the parents 
of students in raising fees and 
that a fee raise in the second 
semester of the school year would 
be unfounded. 

Although numerous Senators 
maintained that students were 
overwhelmingly in favor of the 
fee increase, Eilerman refused to' 
budge from his position.

Reason: “the mighty Pumas” simp- 
ly come out second best when compared to what other 
schools have to offer. Why should a girl pay up to $15 to 
come here and be “grossed out” by the mental midgets among 

events. As SA Vice-President Steve Kizaric points out (see 
page one), the student body had better shape up in general 
if we expect any female visitors for future weekends. 

Nor will the problem be completely solved by improved 
conduct on the student body’s part. Fully half of the SA’s 
budget will go towards importing girls for mixers. Undeni- 
ably, this practice creates a forced, artificial social environ- 
ment, the effects of which are strongly felt by both visiting 
girls and students here. Girls complain that they’re looked 
upon as pick-ups. Guys contend that’s what the girls come 
here for. Although many lasting relationships have resulted 
from Sunday afternoon mixers, this ludicrous “mating” situa- 
tion clearly leaves much to be desired, especially in light of 
the measures vyhich the SA 'has to take in order to lure the 
girls here. Total cash outlay for the Little 500 weekend will 
be X)ver $35,000— of which $4,000-$5,000 will be a loss on the 
SA’s part-a stupendous amount for one weekend’s enter- 
tainment. From sorry experience, though, it’s been found that 
girls won’t come for any less than a mixer-concert com- 

Solution? Until Saint Joseph’s becomes 40% co-ed as 
planned; costly weekends and strained social situations will 
remain part of life here. The only truly agreeable answer is 
a normal co-ed college atmosphere, a remedy which only 
time will provide.— J. A. _

The administration’s often sudden and not too intrequeht 
shake-ups in college staff positions have been compared to 
Chinese fire drills or a game of chess. And casual appearances 
certainly seem to merit such description, especially when 
personnel and jobs are mismatched and such action is taken 
— after a storm of controversy and under a. cloud of secrecy. 

However, this week’s appointments lwe been prompted 
out of insistent pleas for change and appear to be a genuine 
response to those pleas. 

Father Kissner’s duties as Director of Student Affairs 
have been questioned and his role in governing Halleck Cen- 
ter has been at least misunderstood and, at most, sadly lack- 
ing in efficiency and proper execution of social planning. 

Student and administrative discontent with this situation 
has resulted in Father Staudt’s appointment as Manager of 
Halleck, a logical move in light of the students’ acceptance 
of Staudt and of the urgent need for more social planning in 
the student center. 

Thomas Moore’s appointment as Superintendent of Build- 
ings and Grounds has been long overdue and has been receiv- 
ed with a sigh of relief rather than an “it’s-about-time” attitude 
The foggy divisions of authority in the business office since 
Father Ruschau’s resignation have meant confusion and frus- 
tration for students facing the everyday problems with ‘the 
college’s physical plant. Finally these divisions may be made 
clear-cut with the resumption of the office of Superintendent 
of Buildings and grounds. — - 

But even more importantly, a professional has actually 
been hired to fill a position which has traditionally been 
relegated to a priest who is only a would-be administrator, 
seemingly appointed as a last resort after budgets are approv- 
ed arid clerical assignments are distributed. 

Father Banet and his advisors are to be commended for 
j this week’s action. If indeed general college opinion influenc- 
ed their decisions in any way, they are most heartily encour- 
aged to maintain channels of communication in the future 
which may allow administrative action before personalities 
become involved in a battle of immature and often damaging 
criticisms — S. T. S.
